Hongkong’s Part in War 


In the vast task of mobilizing to the fullest 
extent Empire resources for the successful pro- 
secution of the war, it is only. natural that 
Hongleong's atsistancé should not be overlooked 
yy the British Government, Hongkong possesses 
two first-class dockyards capable of ‘building 
‘ships of a fair size and therefore shipbuilding 
possibilities ore the frst sphere of activity 
being explored. Recently, ‘two steamers, the 
[Glenorchy and the Breconshire, were launched 
in the Colony and constituted ‘the two largest 
vessels ever built in the British Empire outside 
the United Kingdom. Therefore, the efforts of 
the Colony in this. direction should ‘prove “a 
valuable ‘contribution “to. the Empire's war’ 
strength. It is reported that at least four cargo 
ships will be built in the Colony os an initial 
‘order, filling the losses in the Empire's mer~ 
‘eantile strength caused by submarine and mine 
sinkings, and Australia is" ina. position. to 
provide the steel which Hongkong labour will 
use. This development attracts attention to 
‘Shanghai, but here the situation is entirely dit- 
ferent. Being outside the Empire, British manu- 
feeturing establishments are ‘placed ina 
different. category which is made all the 
more difeult by political conditions. China was 
fon the side of the Allies in the last war and 
neutrality provisions did not apply. Neverthe- 
Tess, Shanghai did. actually contribute in a 
very definite manner, the then Shanghai Dock 
Engineering Co, building three standard ships 
for the British Government, while four 10,000 
ton freighters were built by the Kiangnan Dock 
for the United States Shipping Board. indirect 
Jy, from Shanghai and China large supplies of 
materials and. certain manufactured products 
connected with war needs are being supplied 
to meet the demands of a rising market. In 
addition {0 China's mineral and vegetable 
products, Shanghai's indirect war contribution 
Tneludes' thermos boites and sausages, two con- 
vineing. proofs that armies do march on their 
stomachs and in comfort, too, but nothitfy so 
‘definite as shipbuilding has yet transpired.

Economie Myths 


Byen before the launching of the Soviet 
Russian attack on Finland, which must have its 
feonsequences in regard to supplies, consider- 
able doubt was cast on the extent of Russian 
‘material assistance to Germany following {he 
conclusion of the Russo-German agreement. 
Examination of the possibilities of help from 
other sources, such as Manchoukuo, has also. 
[induced an altitude of extreme scepticism re- 
[garding the magnitede of the economic. ally 
‘which Germany has acquired. Professor Bruce 
C. Hopper, of Harvard University, in the 
winter issie of “Foreign Affairs," ‘says quite 
frankly that the expectations freely publicised 
by Germany are largely mythical ‘and are 
‘based on hopes, not on facts. Excluding Russian. 
[shipments of manganese ore, which could bel 
increased, Professor Hopper observes that there 
fare no great surpluses of anything in Russia 
despite her vast resources. Domestic require 
ments of oll have amost overtaken production 
[capacity and foodstuffs rank Jn the same cate- 
‘gory. Even if these resources were easily avail- 





fable, the greatest weakness in the plan is trans- 
port facilities. As very little can be transported 


by water owing to the British blockade, tre- 
‘mendous strain would be thrown on the railway 
systems of Germany and Russia and quantities 
‘of rolling stock vastly execedingg the present 
Joint resources would be required to transport 
the products needed to fill German require- 
ments. For instance, to transport. 8,000,000 tons 
of oll a year from’ the Caueasus to Germany 
would require 95,000 tank ears, which Is. twice 
as many as Russia possesses. Extending the 
transport ‘problem to the Far East, to 
haul’ from ‘Manchoukuo to Germany, 2,800,000 
tons of soya beans, needed to replace ‘the 47,000 
tons of vegetable olls imported in 1997, would 
require 328 trains, containing 16,250 freight cars 
constantly under’ lond not mentioning. the ‘re 
turn journey over a distance of 4,300 miles. 
‘Transportation of manganese. ore would be 
more feasible as it could be done with only 
3,000 freight cars. Any effort on an individual 
product might be parlly carried out but. the 
Simultaneous transport of these three commodi- 
es in'a quantity ‘suMeient to meet German 
needs is a task far beyond the practical capacity 
‘of the Soviet railway system,

The pilot made 9 navigational 
mistake, and was obliged to. make a forced 
landing’ in Belgium’ where his “passenger” was 
captured with the plans intact upon his person, 
The Belgian authorities were quickly able. to 
ascertain that the troop movements with which 
the plans were concerned were actually takin 
place. “Hone the alarm, It reads just a little 
oo plausible, and if the whole affair was not 
designed to plant these plans on the Belgian 
futhorities. it. looks remarkably like. it. Tt ia 
thought that by continually. raising alarms of 
this sort, which turn out to have been unjusti- 
fed by eventual facts, it ts hoped to Wear oul 
‘the vigilance of the’ Lowlands’ government 
JAt the best it is a very poor hope for, s0 lon 
fas the very existence of those nations’ depends 
Upon their readiness and ability to offer. re: 
sistance to a threatened invasion, they. must 
accept evory such alarm.as being the real thing, 
land not be led into the mistake deseribed in 
the Zsopian fable, Tt is now, as it has always 
been, part of Herr Hitler's war of nerves to 
‘keep neighbouring countries continually on 
the qui vive, permitting of no relaxation but 
maintaining continual strain under which it 

hoped either Governments or nations will 
sak. At the same time the threatened coun- 
tries dre obliged to meet the heavy costs of con- 
inual mobilization, and, while It may not. re- 
sult in their bending to the pressure Herr Hitler 
is exerting on them, the whole process has an 
Jannoyance value which cannot be ignored. One 
fof these days an alarm will not prove to. bea 
false one, but the Hollandors and the Belgians 
[will be ‘ready to face it, 





























Tension Relaxed 


‘Though it is roportod that tension in Bel 
and the Netherlands has relaxed somewhat, 
there Js still the danger of the German. threat 
to those two countries being changed Into ae- 
tion. "For that reason it is reported that the 
precautions which have already been taken will 
be continued. Neither of the two threatened 
countries have gone so far as to declare a 
general mobilization, but what they have done 
fg only one step short of such a development, 
To offect the last stage would now be only a 
matter of a few hours, and to. all intents 
and “purposes the Lowlands are ina 
complete state of defence, Despite German pro- 
festations denying any contemplated attack on 
those tivo countries, Government circles in 
Brussels state they had reason over the week= 
fend to expect “grave events." ‘That reason 
Is to be found in the yenerat tone of the Ger- 
man press and the disposition of forces. along 
tho borders of Holland and Belgium, It is sul 
to be feared that the German forces will con- 
tinue to remain close to the threatened borders, 
and it is thought that when vigilanee in the 
Lowlands has somewhat relaxed they will attack 
with lightning speed. There is, however, very little 
kelihood that there will be any diminution of 
the effleieney with which the two countries 
will watch over the territorial integrity, and 
{ttle doubt that both Holland and Belgium will 
be able to hold off German attacks until. the 
Allies can go to their aid. The defences which 
those two countries possess have been prepared 
embodying all the lessons learned as the result 
of the last war, and with present-day preparcd- 
ess there Js very little chance of the German 
armies securing “any advantage from surprise 
Such as they did when they invaded Belgium 
twenty-five years ago. ‘The history of the past 
four months “has shown that the Blltzkrleg 
theory can only succeed against poorly-equipped 
‘or unprepared nations, and” even though 
Herr Hitler may decide to try and force the 
issue he will meet with a resistance which may 
bring about his defeat. The decision as to when 
actual fighting will break out is left entirely to 
him, though it nay be confidently expected that 
thotigh hie may decide when it will commence, 
the Allies ‘will In thelr turn decide for him

JAPAN’S NEW CABINET 
Jan, 17. 

‘Within twenty-four hours, Admiral Mit- 
sumasa Yonai, the new Japanese Prime 
Minister, succeeded in forming his Cabinet, 
and thete is every sign apparent that the 
new ministry will commence its labours in 
an exceptionally favourable atmosphere. 
‘Admiral Yonai is a popular figure, a man 
who as Minister for the Navy proved himself 
most able, and one who commands the con- 
fidence of the Diet. In view of Prince 
Konoye’s refusal to accept office the selec~ 
tion of Admiral Yonai was the next best 
thing, and, if he continues to have the sup~ 
port ‘of the Army which the Throne has 
commanded it to give, the new Premier 
should be able to face the very difficult duties 
which lie ahead of him with every prospect 
of being able to fulfil them satisfactorily 
to everyone. It is, of course, the irony of 
fate that the very man who has argued 
consistently that the Navy should remain 
aloof from polities should thus be called 
upon to guide the destinies of the nation, 
but there are occasions when what appears 
to be a sound doctrine has to give way to 
‘the necessities of the situation, and it is 
not so much his naval rank as the quality 
of the man which demanded that he should 
relinquish former convictions in the service 
of his country. In some ways the new 
Cabinet may with justice be regarded as 
something in the nature of a national minis- 
try, for not only are the services represented, 
but also the two main political parties, which 
should result in the new government having 
the complete confidence of the Diet. It is 
essential that this should be the case. There 


;| the future, though it has alway 


will be general agreement upon, foreign 
policy, in which no very great departure 
from precedent is to be expected, save per- 
‘haps in modifications calculated to bring 
about an improvement in the relationships 
between Japan and those other nations with 
which there are so many outstanding ques- 
tions to settle. ‘The inclusion of Mr. Hachiro 
Arita as Foreign Minister supports the view 
that Admiral Yonai’s policy will be directed 
towards a betterment of Japan's interna- 
tional position. 

‘The result of all that has happened during 
the past two-and-a-half years has left Japan 
in almost complete isolation. The German 
betrayal of the Anti-Comintern Pact prac- 
tically completed it, and, should the new 
Cabinet decide after all that old friends are 
the best, it may very well be that without 
too great a reorientation of policy Japan's 
position vis-a-vis of those great Powers 
deeply interested in China may undergo a 
complete and gratifying change. It needs to 
‘be emphasized that to reach agreement with 
third-party Powers involves no radical 
‘change from policy as preceding Govern- 
ments have enunciated it since the outbreak 
of the China Incident, for all that is needed 
is that the assurances which have repeatedly 
bbeen given that third-party Powers’ interests 
‘and rights would be respected should be im- 
plemented in deed, Under the Hiranuma 
Cabinet there was an attempt made to secure 
Some agreement. That failed as the Ministry 
‘went out of power. General Abe sought to im~ 
prove matters during his short regime. That he 
‘did not succeed is in all probability no fault 
of his, but rather because of the shortness 
of his term of office which was hardly long 
enough to be productive of results. Admiral 
Yonai enters office faced with the problem 
of the deterioration of relations between 
Japan and the United States and the neces- 
sity of coming to a better understanding 
than at present exists between his country 
and Great Britain and France. The obstacles 
}to an all-round betterment are not insuper- 
able, and a Cabinet, endowed with the author- 
ity that participation in it of all important 
[parties would give it, should undoubtedly be 
able to make progress where other adminis- 
trations found it well nigh impossible. From 
that point of view the personnel of.the new 
Cabinet should prove a happy augury for 

to be borne 
in mind that unless Japan makes definite 
Progress in the improvement of her rela~ 
tions with the other Powers, the position 
instead of merely remaining stationary must 
inevitably become worse. 

But the foreign policy is not the only 
problem which the new Cabinet has to face. 
‘The past two-and-a-half years have thrown 
‘an enormous burden upon the Japanese 
people. The heavy cost of the campaigns in 
China has created demands upon the 
economy of Japan which were already 
[serious enough when the outbreak of war in 
Europe added considerably to them. In addi- 
tion to definite shortages, due to natural 
causes, there is the ever-present threat of 
inflation, and one of the most difficult prob- 
Jems which Mr. Yukio Sakurauchi will have 
to face is how to place Japan's economy on 
a surer basis than it is now, and protect the 
nation as far as possible from the bad effect 
of further burdens which may have to be 
assumed before the China Incident is dis- 
Posed of. The mobilization of national re- 
sources for the prosecution of the struggle 
in China has had a deep and, it may be, 
lasting effect upon the economic structure 











iR. {of the country. ‘There is at present no pros~ 


pect of the early termination of the trouble, 
and the recent admission that Japan may 
have to continue the struggle for some years 
to come, means in fact the realization that 
the establishment of a new government in 
cccupied China does not necessarily imply 
that Japan's activities on the Continent will 
automatically come to an end. In the light 
of all this it was not astonishing that most 
Japanese leaders were reluctant to assume 
the task of forming a Cabinet. ‘That Admiral 
Yonai was finally selected and succeeded in 
‘completing his Cabinet in so short a while 
Indicates not only the confidence of the 
Throne in him, but also of those who have 
consented to be his colleagues. “Based on 
what amounts to all-round support the 
Cabinet is broad in its representation, and 
‘efficient in its personnel. Japaneso Press 
reactions show also that it is popular, and 
it may be said without fear of contradiction 
that no administration since the commence- 
‘ment of hostilities in China has entered upon 
its task with a better prospect of success. 
Huge as the work before it certainly is, it 
does not appear that it Is faced with any 
problem which is wholly incapable of solu- 
tion, and the world will watch with consider- 
able interest and no small sympathy to see 
how they tackle the job of extricating their 
‘country from its present difficulties.

GERMAN ADMISSION 


Jan, 19. 
Coincident with the admission by a Ger~ 
man broadcaster that his country had lost 
about 35 submarines, a figure which closely 
approximated the estimated 30 claimed: by 
‘M. Campinchi, French Minister of Marine, to 
have been destroyed by the Allies, comes’ an 
account of an article appearing in the Nether~ 
Jands newspaper “Telegraaf” pointing out 
the uselessness of the German naval cam= 
paign against Great Britain, ‘The German 
admission is interesting as clearly demon- 
strating the accuracy of the information 
issued by the Allies from time to time on the 
subject of anti-submarine activities, and 
affords an excellent example of the truth- 
fulness which is naturally derived from the 
Allied disposition to understatement as con- 
trasted with the reckless flamboyancy of the 
German lie, In this connection Herr Hitler's 
doctrine that any lie will stick if it is only 
big enough needs always to be borne in 
mind, especially when German writers and 
broadcasters profess great indignation when 
they and the Reich are accused of handling 
the truth indelicately. The fact is that it is 
part and parcel of Der Fuebrer’s wh 
policy. ‘That has been proved time and 
again. But if the German commentator over 
the radio admits a loss of about 35 sub- 
‘marines, it may naturally be asked how many 
have really been lost, for even in this admis~ 
sion it is not to be believed that he was tell- 
ing the truth, but something rather less than 
Uf, therefore, it subsequently transpires 
that Germany has lost more U-boats than are 
at present admitted it will not be at all sur- 
prising. But, whether that proves to be the 
‘case or not, the fact is that Germany has lost 
about one-half the submarine fleet with which 
she entered this war. It is true that re- 
placements may already have been made, 
but as a test of the Allied reply to the 
menace of the submarine the figures now 
revealed are highly significant, ‘The Allied 
‘claims at the beginning of the war, that new 
inventions ensured adequate means of com- 
batting the submarine menace, have been 
completely justified. That threat is now by 
no means as serious as it was during the last 
‘war, and, moreover, is now under control, 
The remarkable figures showing the great 
success of the convoy system state that 6,363 
vessels have been safely escorted in and ‘out 
of Allied waters, against but twelve vessels 
lost, Losses under the convoy system of 
0.6 per cent. in the last war have now been 
reduced to 0.2 per cent, and the special 
commentary which contains these statements 
very rightly winds up with the remark that 
“Individual triumphs and setbacks grip 
popular imagination, but the issue will be 
decided by the ceascless flow of convoys to 
‘and from British ports." In an attempt to 
offset the relentless pressure which is being 
exerted upon Germany through the blockade, 
the Reich has been driven to desperate mea= 
sures.

SMALL MONEY WANTED — 
Jan, 20. 


‘The correspondence which has recently 
been appearing in these columns concerning 
the various issues of small money vouchers 
by local concerns provides an opportunity 
of referting to the present small money 
shortage, which is causing very considerable 
anxiety, and for which a remedy should be 
found at the earliest possible moment, 

only is a considerable degree of incon 
venience caused, but the situation is likely 
to become grave on aceéunt of the hard- 
ships inflicted upon the poorer classes whose 
daily expenditure is to be stated in terms 
of cents, and not of dollars, It requires no 
‘great imagination to fancy the plight of the 
lekshaw -coolle, for instance, “whose ne 
takings rarely exceed one dollar, and who 
out of that sum vory often has to feed him- 
self and his family. On the other hand, 
there is a comparatively enormous loss of 
Dbusiness to the small trader through the 
reduced purchasing ability of his customers. 
It is common knowledge that hundreds of 
‘thousands of Chinese residing in Shanghai 
fare paid such wages that a dol 
represents anything from five per cont. 
to ten por cent, of thelr total monthly 
family income. Tn many cases it represents 
an even greater percentage, Not to be 
lable to purchase anything for less than one 
dollar, without having returned to them as 
change pieces of paper, which may be used 
as part-payment for a’ seat ina cinema ot 
a drink at one of the Imding foreign hotels, 
is a very definite hardship for people whose 
sale of living embraces neither the cinema 
not the hotel. It is true that these vouchers 
fare gaining something in the nature of the 
status of currency for lack of anything better. 
‘They ean be passed on from one person to 
another, more often than not at a discount, 
which most of the Chinese sufferers cannot 
afford, ‘They are thus again being milked 
‘of a proportion of their meagre incomes, not 
by those who have issued the coupons for 
their clients’ convenience, but by those who 
make a commerce in the trafic of them. 
Many explanations have been put forward 
to how and why the present situation 
as arisen, and a number of theories as to 
where the small money has disappeared to, 
Which of them is correct need not be gone 
into here. ‘The only important fact is that 
small money is not procurable save at a 
‘wholly iniquitous premium, clearly demon- 
strating the fact that much, if not all of the 
small currency is being Hoarded for the 
wresting of fusther profit from the poorer 
sections of the community. Tt follows that 
it a practically unlimited supply of | small 
money became available, the eurrency, which 
4s at present held up in various exchange 
shops, and elsewhere, would very soon be 
fumed loose on the market, and the ramp, 
which is most certainly in existence, would 
speedily be brought to an end with little or 
no profit to the manipulators. It would be 
ppossible for any or all the foreign banks to 
{ake upon themselves the burden of easing 
the situation for the benefit of the public of 
Shanghai, but there is no reason why they 
should. Tt has been suggested that the or- 
Sanization which could, and should take over 









































the task is none other than the Shanghai! 
Municipal Council, if only because it is one 
means of assuring that peace and good order 
which it is its duty to maintain, and which 
may be gravely threatened if a remedy is 
not applied in time. The suggestion is not 
a new one. It was put forward some time 
‘ago when the shortage was first felt, but 
turned down for reasons which have’ not 
‘been made public. It is argued that the 
scheme would be simplicity itself. All that 
‘would be necessary would be for the 
Council to put in hand the printing 
‘of small money notes, repayable in amounts 
of not less than one dollar, and issue them 
in exchange for Chinese national currency. 
‘The money so received would be held in 
‘a separate account for the redemption of the 
notes on presentation, and it follows that 
‘such an issue would have a one hundred per 
‘cent. backing. ‘The initial cost should not 
be considerable, even though the paper, 
plates and cost! of printing, all of which 
it is suggested should be of good quality, 
‘would now be higher than normally. 


‘That initial cost would in time be more 
than returned in the shape of unredeemed 
notes, and there might even ultimately be 
@ profit, ‘The only risk that would be run 
would be that of forgery. ‘That is a risk 
attendant upon the issue of any form of 
currency note, but the small value of these 
particular notes reduces the risk, providing, 
‘of course, that they are not too cheaply 
produced. It is not overlooked that the 
‘Scheme would present some diMeulties. If 
the Council has lost all its men who were 
familiar with banking, there are plenty of 
‘experts available in Shanghai to provide it 
with a scheme, and it is urged that what- 
‘ever decisions ‘were made a short while 
ago should be reconsidered. ‘The very fact 
that it became known that the Council was 
prepared to adopt some such scheme would 
‘most probably operate in favour of its not 
becoming necessary, for hoarders would 
undoubtedly unload’ their holdings. If on 
the other hand it is not a question of the 
‘small money market being cornered the 
Couneil would have earned the gratitude of 
the poorer sections of the community by 
‘coming to their rescue in such a manner. 
‘The matter is one of very considerable 
urgency. A large amount of paper is al- 
ready coming on the market, the status of 
which would at all times be inferior to the 
council's issue, and which would become 
unnecessary were the latter in fact made. 
‘The inconvenience and hardship to which 
the poorer sections of the community are 
being subjected, is a matter which cannot 
be lightly set aside. It constitutes a danger 
ind_good order of this port,

THREE BROADCASTS 
Jan, 22. 


If it can be said that in some of its phases: 
the war is hanging fire-—and that is per- 
haps inevitable for some time to come,— 
there can be little doubt as to the activity 
of the spokesmen for the various warring 
countries over the air. For example, Lord 
Halifax, British Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
Winston Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and Dr. Joseph Goebbels, Reich 
Minister for Propaganda, broadcast over 
the week end. It has ‘to be confessed 
with the exception of the latter, who, 
mirabile dictu, appears for once to have told 
the truth, the speeches contained nothing 
new, and yet, collectively and individually, 
each of them ’is vested with some degree of 
importance. Lord Halifax made a point, 
which has all along been noticed by most 
observers, that it is easier for dictators to 

to war, but that the democracies have 
the advantage when it comes to prosecuting 
one. With the first portion of that state- 
ment there must be the completest agree 
ment. ‘The comparative ease with which 
Herr Hitler threw his country into war, for 
the purpose of satisfying his and his accom- 
plices’ insatiable ambitions is the best proof 
of it, for, fully realizing what would be the 
consequences of doing so, he ordered the 
invasion of Poland, and thus brought about 
the entry of Great Britain and France into 
the struggle. A great deal has been made 
of the fact that the Allies following this in- 
vasion made formal declarations of war, and, 
because of that, German spokesmen scck 10 
evade responsibility for the tragedy which 
is toward in Europe. Germany has declared 
no war, from which it seems to follow in the 
intricate workings of the Nazi mind that it 
is not, therefore, at war, but is merely the 
victim of aggression. ‘The picture of the

|—countries which even now are undergoing 
the worst forms of brutal suppression,—en- 
deavouring to persuade the world at large 
‘of his innocence can only arouse Homeric 
Taughter amongst those pagan gods which 
some of the Nazi leaders claim to favour. 


Lord Halifax emphasizes that the Reich 
had only one chance of winning the war, 
namely, by conducting a quick one. It has 
failed to do s0, not because of any lack of 
desire on the part of Herr Hitler, but be~ 
cause of the realization by his military ad- 
vvisers of the danger which would be run 
in doing so. Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland were cosy meat. Great Britain and 
France present entirely different problems. 
It is contrary to the traditional policy of 
Great Britain to allow any one Power to 
gain predominance in Europe. It is that pre- 
dominance of which Germany is in search, 
‘and, in accordance with historical precept, 
Great Britain has to check it, for no salve 
tion of the British Empire is to be found by 
bartering the. liberties of other nations. ‘The 
manner in which smaller neutrals are being 
victimized by Germany is fully demonstrated 
by the attacks which are being made, upon 
thelr undefended shipping. They aré now 
the chief sufferers from the unrestricted sub 
marine and mine warfare, which the Reich 
has initiated, and Mr. Winston Churchill has 
made a very sound point when he concludes. 
that the lot of the small neutrals, lamentable 
as it already is, would be infinitely worse 
if at any time the Allies were to tire of} 
‘the war, and make a shameful peace. Noth- 
ing he says would remain for them but that) 
their shipping and their possessions would 
be divided proportionally between the Nazis| 
‘and the Bolsheviks. On the other hand the 
failure of the submarine menace against the| 
‘convoy system has been so clearly demon- 
strated that the odds are 500 to 1 against a 
British-convoyed vessel coming to harm. It 
it is true in the theatrical world that only 
box-office receipts tell, so must it be in war 
that only results can give an accurate im- 
pression of how the war is proceeding. So 
far as the naval campaign is concerned the 
Allies have undoubtedly demonstrated their 
‘command of the situation. It is well known 
that Mr. Churchill possesses that great 
fighting quality of optimism in no small pro- 
portion, but it is on this occasion fully justi- 
fied by’ all that has happened. 


‘The third broadcast was that of Dr. 
Goebbels. Tt is typical of the man and the 
Nazi_mind. When sound argument is not 
available resort to abuse is indicated, and 
the English are pictured as ferocious wolves 
wearing the skins of lambs. ‘The British 
wore large quantities of sheepskins when 
they helped to defeat Germany, and her 
‘allies over two decades ago, so perhaps the 
simile is not wholly inappropriate, but 
‘again governed by the fact that in that war 
too Germany was the aggressor. Unfortun- 
ately not a great deal of what Dr. Goebbels 
said is to hand, but what is clearly shown 
fs that with one exception in the available 
account, the address was the usual tirade of 
vilification and lying. ‘Thus he lies when he 
“The British want to force us to a new 
‘Treaty of Versailles. They have already 
lined up with the Emperors and Kings they 
wish to restore” ‘That of course is untrue. 
The last thing the Allies wish is another: 
Versailles. In that would be found only the 
‘embryos of more trouble in the future. "They 
do desire, however, that the peace of Europe 








| shall’ not be continually menaced by men 


‘who deliberately planned for war, and com~ 
menced it directly they thought’ the times] 
propitious. If any proot were wanted for] 
that, it is to be found in the one truthful’ 
passage in the abbreviated report of his 
speech: “We have organized and prepared 
for this war to the last detail.” There at 
last is the truthful admission of what the 
‘Allies realized when it was almost too late. 
‘The Reich organized, and prepared this war 
to the last detail, and they would not have 
done this, had they not determined in the 
long run'to resort to hostilities. Ultimate 
war, it is now revealed, was the sole motive 
which actuated the Nazis from the moment 
they to power. By thelr machinations 
they have got it, and the Reich now finds: 
self enwrapped ‘in such tolls that only the 
violation of the integrity of more small 
neutral nations offers them even the re- 
motest chance of that victory for which they 
have planned, and schemed these last seven 
years. It may be that in making this ad- 
mission Dr. Goebbels was carried away with 
the exuberance of his own verbosity, but the 
fact remains that the admission has been 
made, and that Dr. Goebbels for once has 
told the truth. 











THE AMERICAN PROTEST 


Jan, 23. 

It is inevitable that freedom-loving people, 
whether belligerents or neutrals, should irk 
under the restrictions of censorship, and this 
is more particularly so in the case of the 
latter, who see in it an interference with 
their ‘rights to communicate with people of 
a nation involved in a war with which they, 
themselves, have no intimate interest. The 
mails have always been regarded as endowed 





with a certain inviolability, and to see it 
breached has always been resented. It is for 


‘that reason that it is possible to sympathize , 


to a very large extent with the protest of the 
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United States Government, of December 27, 
regarding the examination by the British 
censorship of United States mail destined for 
the enemy. While there seems to be a sub- 
stantial agreement between the two govern- 
ments regarding the right to censor terminal 
‘mails, an entirely different question arises 
lover ‘the examination of mails carried on 
vessels which have been diverted to British 
ports in connection with the blockade. ‘The 
‘British Government view, that Article I of 
the Hague Convention ‘confers immunity 
‘from examination only for genuine postal 
‘correspondence, and that the belligerent ‘has 
the right to satisfy itself of the genuineness 
of such matter, seems to be well taken, for 
fan immunity such as that without some 
[safeguard would be capable of the gravest 
abuse. ‘The view is supported by precedents 
established during the last war, none of the 
belligerents accepting the contention that the 
Hague Convention absolutely prohibited the 
censorship of mailbags, the right of search 
being regarded as including full examination 
of mails, It is the contention of the British 
Government that Washington recognized this 
right in 1916, when the United States were 
still neutral, and, it this statement holds 
good, then the position of the British Gov- 
ernment on the subject would seem to be 
perfectly sound and proper. It is upon the 
interpretation of Article I that a solution of 
the difficulty is to be found, and if one was 
agreed upon in 1916 it should hold as good 
now as it did then, 


‘The British position is rendered all the 
stronger by reason of the aide memoire of 
‘November 23 last, in which the United States 
were given clear’ evidence of how the mails 
‘were being used to organize traffle in con- 
traband between German sympathizers in 
America and Germany, and it may safely 
bbe argued that, as enemy sympathizers are 
‘availing themselves of neutral mailbags for 
the purpose of defeating the blockade, which 
the Allies have instituted, steps should be 
taken by the neutral governments concerned 
to prevent it, or the belligerents should be 
allowed to take such precautions as would 
render their blockade as complete as pos~ 
sible. In this connection it may be pointed 
out that with Germany recklessly sinking 
neutral vessels carrying mails a much worse 
offence is being committed. ‘There have been 
no protests over this much grosser interfer- 














ence with the postal arrangements of neu~ 
trals which means the total destruction of 
the mails, whereas the censorship imposed 
by the Allies merely implies that mails may 





to go forward, involving but, slight harm to 
neutral interests, ‘The point neec 
emphasized. Germany is wil 
mails carried by neutral ve 
is sending to the bottom of the sea without 
the slightest justification. ‘The Allies are 
not, and their respect for the rights of 
neutrals ever since the war broke out stands 
in the most favourable contrast with that 
of Germany. It is readily admitted that two 
wrongs, if indeed there are two, do not make 
a right, but if the original interpretation of 
Atticle'I of the Hague Convention is correct 
then the Allies have committed no wrong 
whatever, and are in fact following a pro- 
cedure established by precedent and agree- 
ment so long ago as nearly twenty-four 
years. That being so the British Govern 
ment would quite clearly be justified in 
standing by what is now a definitely re- 
cognized right, and one which involves no 
breach of the Hague Convention, 


‘Whether it would be the best thing to do 
so depends upon a correct estimate of values, 
whether the results to be obtained from 
adherence to the practice complained of do 
in fact justify its continuance in the face of 
the American protest. Mr. Edwin James, 
managing editor of the New York “Times 
puts the matter quite plainly. Search of 
‘American mail on the high seas causes irrita- 
tion in a country in which, he claims, 80 per 
‘cent, of the population sympathizes with the 
Allies. This, he asserts, is perhaps. “some- 
thing too valuable to risk modification,” by 
continuing existing practices. The point is 
‘well taken, even though the question may be 
asked as to what the United States and other 
neutrals are prepared to do with regard to 
the interference with their mails by the sink- 
ing of neutral vessels conveying them. A 
balanced neutrality is eminently desirable, 
‘but it requires that neutrals, whose rights 
it is alleged are infringed merely by the 
exercise of a formerly-admitted right to 
search, should be prepared equally to protest 
against the destruction of their malls by 
Germany. ‘That, in the very improbable 
event of its being recognized by Germany, 
‘would entail the complete immunity of 
neutral vessels carrying neutral malls, a 
perfection which can never be realized so 
Jong as Germany continues the indiscriminate 
laying of mines. The amount of contraband 
passing into Germany by these means may 
be indeed very small compared with the 
huge bulk which has been already cut off, 
‘but the conveyance of important intelligen 

by a means which would become in such 
circumstances absolutely safe from interfer- 
ence, might on the other hand be a very 
serious matter indeed, In any event, it is 
undesirable that the prolonged arguments of 
‘the last war should again be indulged in, 
































and, if it is at all possible, a modifieation 
of the British attitude would seem to be the 
‘wisest course in the circumstances,

Senator Borah 


It does not much matter how much difference 
there may have been with his political opinions 
Guring his lifetime, the fact still remains that 
the death of so honest and direct a statesman 
‘as Senator William Borah is a great loss to the 
people of the United States. ‘The Idaho Senator 
Was a man of very definite views strongly held 
and capably expressed, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that he exercised a profound 
Influence upon the political thought of his coun~ 
try. A thoroughgoing isolationist, and an out- 
spoken opponent of the League of Nations, he 
probably more than anybody else, contributed 
fo its ultimate failure’ by imaking sure that the 
United States should have no part in it. Pos: 
sibly had such men as Senator Borah not su 
ceeded in their campaign against that inter- 
ational institution it. would have had a very 
different history than it has now. That is some- 
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thing which cannot be remedied. There 
will ‘undoubtedly be millions who are in op- 
position to all the Senator Borah stood for, but 
there will be none to deny the sincerity of the 
man, his ability and the valuable services he 
rendered his country by the policies he pursued. 
The sour of honesty and honour, Senator Borah 
knew nothing of compromise with evil; he pur- 
sued his ideal of what might be called by some 
Ja rather narrow Americanism with a fidelity of 
purpose which made him the influence he was 
In the councils of the United States. His death 
will be undoubtedly a great loss to the nation 
Jot which he was so brilliant a eitizen, and one 
whieh it will not be easy to replace. 


Strange Suggestion 


The quaininess of some politicians’ views on 
the subject of what is best to be done about 
Russia could. surely not be more clearly de- 
monstrated than in the suggestion by Lord 
[Straboigi, Labour, in the House of Lords, that 
the best way to prevent Russia assisting’ Ger- 
many would be to purchase from her the goods 
that are vitally important to the Reich. Viscount 
/Elibank was more. neatly correct when he re- 
torted that it would be better to let Germany 
and Russia stew in their own juice, and with 
that sentiment there will be a great deal of 
sympathy. It is not believed that Ttussia is in 
‘any position to. supply Germany with much in 
the way of essential goods, and if she can she 
/will only be paid for them in terms of barter. 
The ‘suggestion that Britain chould buy from 
Russia, and it is to be assumed pay her in cur~ 
reney, isa ridiculous one, when it is remem- 
ered that the Soviets, who are buying large 
quantities of petrol and the like abroad, for 
the destruction of the Finns, are badly in ‘need 
‘of the exchange with which any such proceed- 
‘ings would supply them. ‘There is much to 
support the beliet that Russia has not the sup- 
plies of essential materials in such quantities 
Bs would afford Germany any very great assist 
fanee at the present moment. Indeed it has been 
freely stated that substantial schemes of deve- 
lopment will be necessary in Russia before they 
fare, and from that point of view the gain-to 
[Getroany to be derived from the understapding 
with Russia is likely to be very small for a 
feonsiderable time to come. British funds can 
more usefully be used elsewhere, for whatever 
feould ‘be stipplied by Russia can be oblained 
from other countries whose situation do not 
Joffer the same obstacles 10 rapid transportation. 
Tt is quite obvious that the greater the econo- 
mie isolation of Russia the less assistance will 
It be receiving in its assault on the Finns, and 
the gallantry of that brave nation demands 
that nothing whatever shall be done which may 
in any way help the Russians.

The Shanghai Municipal Council is to be 
congratulated on producing a new sot of rules 
of procedure to be observed at the annual 
general meetings of ratepayers, for it js a most 
definite ‘Improvement on the former tet, and 
[should be conducive of even more convenient 
conduct of the. mectings "than hitherto, 
Successful is it hag been. ‘The most Important 
change is the requirement that three days notice 
shall ‘be given of all proposed amendments to 
resolutions proposing the adoption of the re- 
port and. accounts for the past year, or the 
Budget for the ensuing one. At present almost 
lany proposition can be put forward as an 
‘amendment to the Budget ‘without any notice 
Whatever, and while undue advantage has not 
been taken of the fact, it is patently desirable 
that the Council should at all times be in a 
position intelligently to answer the points of 
critics making themselves heard through the 
proposal of such amendments. It is eminently 
‘desirable that proposals involving the expendi 
ture of public funds should not bo passed 
without the Counell having an opportunity to 
answer any points raised, and that must 
generally be the case when budgetary omend- 
ments may be proposed from the floor of the 
meeting without any notice having been given. 
Twenty-four hours notice of questions to be 
ut is also provided for in the draft of the 
[proposed new rules. ‘The period is short enough, 
but affords the Council officials suMicient dime to 
prepare answers which should, therefore, be 
more satisfactory than those which have been 
[thought of on the spur of the moment following 
the putting of an entirely unexpected question. 
Another provision in the proposed rules is that 
Jany ratepayer may propose without debate that 
fany question be now put. That ensures to the 
ratepayers the full right to control their own 
meetings. ‘That also is an important change as 
placing within the power of the ratepayers the 
power to stop long and turgid debates upon 
which they have already made up thelr minds. 
‘The rest of the revised rules merely clarity 
‘and regularize normal procedure, and In brief

himself, whom it ‘regards as some

Another wharf here 1s’now avail- 
able for use by third Power shipping. 
Number Four wharf has been opened 
for handling dangerous cargoes only. 
‘This decision follows the announce- 
‘ment on Sunday that an additional 
shipping berth in ‘Tsingtao harbour 
fand two godowns had been opened 
for third Power vesccls. 

Shipping circles regard the new 
concessions as a “step in the right 
direction,” provided they are operated 
ina liberal spirit. 

It is pointed out that the two small 
berths previously available have been 
denied to foreign ships for months 
fon the pretext of "military neces 
sity.” Every form of discrimination, 
itis said, has been used against 
foreign, and particularly British 
shipping concerns, as part of a gen- 
feral drive against foreign trade in 
‘occupied areas. 

Shipping clreles add that the new 
concessions are subject to the same 
restrictions as have "been used to 
nullify the spirit, while preserving 
the letter, of the previous arrange- 
ments, and are therefore eapable of 
operation in the same manner. 

“If that is so, It would obviously 
‘be an attempt to influence third 
Power opinion, particularly Ameri 
can, by the appearance of magnanim. 
ity ‘while actually yielding nothing,” 
it ts added—Reuter. 











Currency Chaos 
In Canton 


Canton, Jan, 19. 

Canton's currency problem has 
been made worse by a development 
seriously affecting the population, as 
‘the cost of living continues to soar. 

One-dollar notes of the Kwangtung. 
Provincial Bank, which were former- 
ly the only denomination accepted at 
full face value, and which command- 
eda premium of §0 per cent. over 
the ten and five-dollar notes, are now 
in turn worth only 60 cents. 

‘Shopkeepers, peddlers and restaur- 
fants, ‘who formerly insisted on. re- 
ceiving single dollar bills, now refuse 
to handle them, Consequently, milit- 
ary yen is becoming the currency of 
Canton, as national currency "has 
never been popular among the Can- 
tonese. 

In purchasing daily necessities, only 
ten and 20-cent notes of the Kwang 
tung Provinelal Bank are accepted, 
‘all -other Chinese money belng re: 
fused, 

In spite of the rate belng Axed at 
C522 to ten military yen, irrespective 
of denomination, ‘rice ‘dealers and 
other shop-keepers refuse to quote 
their price until they know the eur- 
rency the purchaser intends to tender. 
It military yen, the price for six 
‘eatties of rice iS one yen, but only 
two catties for one-doliar Kewangtung 
Bank notes und five catties for a 
five-dollar note of the same bank.

Insanity 


In an interview with the Russian 
press, Dr. A. V. Tarle gave an ac- 
count of mental diseases in. local 
Russian hospitals It is ironie that 
the psychiatric hospital of the Ortho- 
dox Confraternity on Rue Maresca is| 
painted yellow (the slang expression 
for a lanatie asylum in. Russian is 
“yellow house.") Dr, Tarle bared as 
erroncous the popular beliet that the 
insane are divided info. two classes: 
those whose illness takes a quiet 
form and who can be cured,” and 
those whose diseases are violent and 











Fineurable. This theory, he said, has 


ong since been disproved by modern 
psychiatry, which teaches that all 
forms of ‘insanity ean be cured, if 
jonly for temporary stretches. The 
Psychiatrie section of the Orthodox 
Contraternity is 13 years old. Siart- 
ing with one patient, It now has 42 
All are Europeans.” Most patients 
fare Russians, and there are more 
women (28) ‘than men (14). 

‘The most widespread disease now 
is persecution mania. Various sorts| 
of hallucinations are seen in a large: 
pereentage, and there is quite a num 
ber of eases of weak-mindedness 
Jamong youths. Causes for insanity 
fare many: hereditary, alcoholism of 
parents, addiction to drugs. Such 
fevents ‘as the Great War and the 
[Civil War had a strong effect on the 
mental balance of many Russians. 
Russians suffering trom ” perseeution 
mania often complain that they are 
being hounded by Bolsheviks. A 
number of Jewish émigrés have been 
added to the hospital's list. Patients 
‘belong to the more intelligent classes 
than in other hospitals, there being a. 
number of prominent talented 
members of ‘the Russian colony who 
had occupied high positions » until 
they became insane. Most fall be- 
tween the age limits of 20 and 40 
years, although there are some of 73 
and 76 years. A major cause for 
insanity is syphilis which had not 
been cured and which led to pro- 
gressive paralysis, Dr, Tarle revealed 
that patlents are not isolated from one 
another, this being described as an 
Jantiquated system. Very often, he 
said, patients are in real need of 
‘each others’ company. A number of 
patients have been cured in this 
hospital, Dr. Tarle said, and have 
gone back to thelr homes and their

Due to shortage of meat in Harbin, 
the latter product costs much more 
than was usual, but even £0 its price 
is no higher than in Shanghal, Also, 
in Marbin such a measure as. in- 
fereasing rent for rooms is unthink- 
fable, and, although rooms are also 
‘not very plentiful, one can live in a 
room for the rest of his days with- 
out fear of ever having to pay more 
for it, ‘The Harbinite confessed that 
the stories circulated in his city about 
prices of rooms here scemed to him 
tunbelievable—until he himself arrived 
in Shanghai, “Where T come from,” he 
said, “a room in the outskirts of the 
‘ely’ can be had for 10 gobi a month, 
while 45 to 50 gobi per month will get

district." "Electricity there costs 10% 
fen per kilowatt hour. The price of 
faxis in Shanghai, he said, would be 
bbest left alone. Milk in Harbin costs 
15 fen for a bottle holding three 
Jalasses, butter costs 230 gobi a 
pound, cheese 69 fen to 140 gobi— 
and ail this in plentiful supplies.

I tako the No, 12 Bus 
every morning from the end. of 
Avenue Joffre to the Bund, ‘The fare 
between Avenue Joffre und St 
George's is one flat rate, 8 cents, 
Many passengers take this bus for, 
‘fy, half the distance; when they 
leave, the conductor takes the’ tielcat 
back and gives it to an incoming 
passenger, for O conte of course, 
Sometimes they take the money and 
do not give a ticket unless an 
inspector "Is soon waiting on the 
pavement in which case ‘one section 
ticket is given to those who ate ready 
to loave the bus.

SmI read with great interest the 
letter dealing with the observation 
of sunspots by the naked eye. 

Being on a walk with a friend to 
Kiangwan and the lower Whangpoo 
istrict, we observed the same spots 
‘on Sunday, January 7, shortly after 
7am. At first we hardly believed 
we were seeing real sunspots—elouds, 
birds, and even acroplanes were our 
Imagined object 

Like G.E, we saw a larger spot tn 
approximate position "1 o'clock” 
fand lower lett, approximate position 
noon, the second, more oblong-shaped 











one, 
Our position while observing the 
phenomenon, on Si Tee Yok Wel 


Road, one mile off Hongkew Park, was 
ideal, ‘The sun rose over flat felds 
‘and there was no smoke disturbance. 
‘The existing ground-fog and dense 
atmosphere Just made these spots 
visible, ‘They were so distinct that 
4t would have been possible to take 
‘a picture even without the help of 





any astronomical instrument by 
means of a tele-lens equipped 
camera. 


From the sclentife, astronomical 
polnt of view, the sunspots no longer 
Fepresent any research problem, 
‘Alb, here in| hing, fe work of 
‘screening, photographing and record 
Ing the different phases of the sun 
spots was done by Dr. C. S. Yu at 
the observatory on Purple Mountain 
near Nanking. 

It may be of general interest 10 
know that there exist most wonder- 
ful pletures, including sclentine re. 
ports of-the observation and research 
of “our” sunspots in (to name only 
two books) “Der Neu Entdeckte 
Himmel” (The Newly Discovered 
Sky"), by Robert Henseling and "A 
Boginher's Star Bool,” by Kelvin 
Mekready. ‘These reproduced plates 
were taken likewise by the Mount 
Wilson and Yerkes observatories at 
Pasadena (California) and Chicago. 

Being far away from any con~ 
nection with the sclentifie sphere of 
astronomy, we are just enthuslastie 
‘about the’ fact that we are able to 
observe the sunspots with our naked 
eyes; and that 1s doubtless . only 
possible through certain atmospheric 
conditions ond a favourable “earth 
bound” position of the sunspots.

Claim for Dental Work 
DR. RODERT LESS v. S- DELEOURCO 
Before Judge P. Grant Jones 
(Adjourned) 
‘Shanghai, Jan. 16. 

‘An action in HEM. Supreme Court 
yesterday was adjourned for one 
Week so that a defendant could have 
‘an-X-ray photograph taken to prove 
that a false tooth was hurting him. 
‘The case, which wos heard before 
Judge P. Grant Jones, was one in 
which Dr. Robert Less, a German- 
Jewish refugee dentist, sued Solomon 
Delbourgo, a British subject, for pay- 
ment far ‘dental treatment’ adminis- 
tered. 

Dr. Less told the Judge that Del- 
vourgo had promised to pay “tomor~ 
row" every day. “Tomorrow never 
comes,” he sald in the box. Dr. Less 
then added that Delbourgo had pro- 
‘mised to find him some good patients 
‘as he was a refugee doctor. 

‘Witness, continuing, sald that de- 
fendant had given him a wrong ad- 
dress and in the middle of July he 
had refused further treatment because 
he stated that his lower jaw was 
huffing him. A letter was then pro- 
duced by plaintiff to prove the dec. 
In the missive defendant asked Dr. 
Less to walt for a few days in order 
that he might “liquidate certain per~ 
Sonal, effects to be converted into 

‘The whole treatment, said Dr. Less, 
was charged at $200 but $10 was sub- 
tracted as one tooth was left unfinish- 
ed. When an agency was told to col- 
leet the defendant had sent back two 
plates, which had been made for him 
by witness. He had also promised to 
bring him an American lady patient, 
continued the doctor. “He kept m 
waiting on hour but never came. 
“That's a Shanghai habit,” remarked 
His Lordship. 

Questioned by dofendant, witness 
said he was willing to accept the 
plates back and he had charged $87 
for the other treatment. Defendant, 
however, had offered $50. On oath 
Delbourgo sald his tooth joked very 
nice but it gave him pain. "I can't 
take It out because ItS serewed in,"| 
he said. 

‘Answering the Judge, he said he 
‘was prepared to pay $50 and he asked 
that the ease be adjourned so that he 
‘could have an X-ray pleture taken to 
prove his statement. This request 
was granted, His Lordship recom- 
mending both parties to settle on the 
doctor's terms. During the case two 
steel dental plates were handed to 
the Judge for inspection.

Dutch Ship Sunk 
By U-Boat 


Amsterdam, Jan. 16. 
‘The 8,000-ton Dutch steamer Arend- 
skerk, bound for South Africa from 
Antwerp, was torpedoed by a German 
Submarine yesterday in the Bay of 
Biseay, 109 miles off the Ushant. 

‘She ‘sank immediately. An Tialian 
steamer, the Fedora, saved all occu- 
pants of the Arendskerk, a crew of 65.

“Five men were killed, and a 
numberof employees were injured. 
Fortunately, most of the injuries are 
slight. An ‘inquiry into the causes 
fof the accident is being made.” 

In a later statement, the Ministry 
of Supply reported: “The name of 
the factory in which the explosion 
took place is the Royal gunpowder 
factory, Walthait Abbey. 

Tt is' officially “stated that, on 
{information ~ at present available, 
there is mo reason. to suspect thai 
the explosion which occurred yes- 
terday atthe Royal Gunpowder 
Factory, Waltham Abbey, on the 
outskirts of London, was caused by 
sabotage, ‘The wholo matter is being 
Investigated by an offlcial committee 
of enquiry. 

‘Sabotage ‘was suspected as attempts 
at sabotage had been made, it is 
learned, and for more than @ week 
Scotland ‘Yard detectives had been 
Investigating. Authorities, it Is under- 
stood, received anonymous informa- 
tion ‘that “aceldents” might happen 
at the factory and in other parts of 
England —Reuter. 


Waltham Abbey Undamaged 

London, Jan, 19, 
Nitro-glycerine drying in an out- 
house was responsibie for the terrific 
explosion that shook London yester- 
day ‘morning, it was learned last 
night. An official investigation into 
the causes of the blast was launched 
‘almost immediately, but official dis- 
eration shrouded the findings. 

‘Bye-witnesses of the ineldent difter- 
ed ‘on the subject of whether there 
was one huge explosion or | two 
consecutive ones. All agreed, how: 
ever, that a veritable tornado was 
Tot loose in the immediate vicinity of 
the blast. Windows were shattered 
and fron’ beams from the plant in 
which the explosion occurred were 
hurled hundreds of feet through the 
air. Fortunately, however, the toll 
‘was exceptionally low, testifying to 
the officioney of stringent precaution- 
‘ary measures. 

‘Waltham Abbey, famed masterpiece 
of ninth century architecture, escaped 
‘damage although located close to the 
nitro-glycerine drying house. Pre- 
clous stained glass windows and 
other treasures usually kept in the 
Abbey were removed and stored 
away at the outbreak of the war, and 
‘so could suffer no harm. 

‘Afternoon investigations by a Havas 
report showed that only the drying 
building of the plant was really 
damaged. ‘The exact extent of total 
Gamage could not be ascertained, 
Five men were killed, it was officially 
‘announced, but the number of injured 
was not revealed, although it was 
believed to be relatively small— 
Havas. 


Debris Flung Great Distances

Lord Halifax Stresses United Will of Free 
Democracies to Win Security and Peace 
London, Jan. 20. 
G6]T is easier for dictators to go to war, but the democracies| 
have the advantage when it comes to carrying out a war,” 
declared Lord Halifax, the Foreign Secretary, in a speech broad- 
cast from Leeds this evening. The conference at Munich gave 
Germany all she wanted, continued the Foreign Secretary, but 
Herr Hitler's subsequent actions in the conquest of Czechoslovakia 
gave away all his real intentions, They showed that he aimed 
to dominate Europe. 

‘The Specch of the Foreign Secretary, which had been awaited 
all week with considerable interest, detailed Britain's attitude 
towards help to Finland in her struggle against Soviet aggression; 
a resumé of Britain's efforts in arms production to meet the de- 
mands of ‘the present war; Germany's chances of success; and a 
recapitulation of Britain's aims in the present conflict— the re- 











establishment of peace and security in Europe. 


Britain, declared the Foreign Secre- 
tary, had been traditionally opposed 
to the domination of Europe by any 
fone Power, and therefore Herr Hit. 
Ter’s ambitions could not be allowed: 
to mature without some check, That 
check consisted in the opposition of 
democracy to dictatorship, and in 
support for the democracies of Europe 
‘against forces of aggression. 

In referring to Allied ald being 
extended to Finland, Lord Halifax 
relterated that Britain's help was not

Finnish firemen are sttuggling ‘to 
quell blazes started by high explosive 
and incendiary bombs rained on the 
city yesterday in the worst air raid 
experienced by Abo, Finland's second 
largest port,

‘About 60,000 of the city's 90,000 
normal population remain, many of 
them homeless, as 800 buildings have 
been made uninhabitable by bombs, 
Nearly 1200 volunteers have joined 
the fire brigades, and are working day 
and night almost without rest— 
Reuter. 

About 3,000 Bombs Dropped 
Helsinkl, Jan. 21. 

Approximately 3,000 bombs | were 
Jdropped on Finland by Soviet planes 
yesterday in the worst aerial | bom~ 
bardments suffered by the Finns 
since the outbreak of hostilities with 
Soviet Russia.

‘Tho best guide to the standard of 
living in a country, Mr, Dollan says, 
is the national income per head, the 
average income received by every 
member of the community. In Britain 
this is £112 per year. In Germany.

@ fair exchange rate is seventeen 
Reichsmarks to the pound. At this 
rate, the average income per head of 
the German people is £61, or just a

CIVIL DEFENCE 
By Apaimat Sim Eowano Evans 


‘Thanks to the respite from attack from 
the alr which we have so far enjoyed, our 
defences have been consolidated and our 
great cities, towns and industrial centres 
should have a system of civil defenee which 
is likely to prove fully effective. When I 
say effective, I" mean effective, provided 
every individual plays his part promptly and 
intelligently when the air-raid warning is 
given and we hear the sirens wail. Civil 
Defence, or ARP, has come to stay, and 
when one considers the vast amount of 
capital and labour expended on it one is 
inclined to ask a few questions about this 
costly and not very glamorous business. 

Long before this war the present Home 
Secretary, Sir John Anderson, was lectur- 
ing to the Imperial defence, the war and 
staff colleges on A.R.P. Men with foresight, 
and women too, began to think of the future 
safety of England, and that means Britan- 
nia with all the 500,000,000 people who 
rely upon her shield.’ And so Cinderella, 
the new baby of National Defence, was 
born, Unlike the beautiful Cinderella of the 
fairytale, she was a very ugly and  un- 
wanted baby, and when her forebears tried 
to tell us Britons how weleome she should 
be in our defence household, many of us 
‘were not interested, and some of us even 
now seem doubtful how we should receive 
her. 


‘There are others who almost suggest 
scrapping a carefully built-up Civil Defence 
organization just because no raids have 
‘occurred, instead of looking upon the present 
time as ‘one of valuable "training for fire 
fighters, rescue and decontamination squads, 








stretcher bearers, ambulance attendants, air- 
raid wardens, repair parties, control” and 
reporting personnel, and so on. ‘Then there 


are all those ecient civil engineers and 
other skilful folk who have made prepara- 
tion for dealing with the possible damage to 
‘water mains, gas and electric light installa~ 
tions. How ‘they must have blessed the 
‘weeks they have been given to consolidate 
their position and look after the home 
comforts, 

In this country well over 1,000,000 people, 
oid and young, are enrolled in Civil Defence 
—some very old and wise, some very young 
yet wise enough, and a ‘lot very nice to 
look at! Some 'who can well afford it are 
giving full-time voluntary  service—public- 
spirited women and girls who drive cars, 
lorries and ambulances, cook for those on 
guard, work telephones, serve in canteens, 
and so on, And a great number, perhaps 
Just as many, other women are performing 
‘ll these services for pay, because they too 
must live and eat and clothe themselves and 
have a bed to sleep in. ‘Their salary is £2 
a week (less deductions) and they earn it 
and earn it well. Evacuation of women 
and children js a part of Civil Defence 
and if this the countrywoman who has 
opened her home to those who have left 
the cities has been quite wonderful with all 
that she has put up with. 


‘As to the men employed in this great or 
ganization, they include every grade and 
rank from prize-Aghter to peer, from private 
to fleld-marshal and from ‘sturdy yoke! to 
violin player in the BBC, Many of the 
older ones are manning wardens’ posts or 
patrolling the darkened streets when they 
‘might be enjoying the leisure to which they 
‘ore fairly entitled. But they are not all 
old: older Scouts and Rovers. are likewise 
giving service—one of the wardens has been 
26 times decorated for his magnificent Em- 
pire Service, ‘The main idea of all these 
people is to guard homes, and ald if neces- 
sary. I meet them all, and have done since 
1035 when 1 first met’ Cinderella, that ugly 
‘and unwanted baby who should today be 
recognized as a grown-up aad indispensable 
member of our national household, without 
whom we eannot earry on, 

It is necessary, however, to remind ARP. 
personnel that there are two sides to every 
question, and to Civil Defence folk wno 100 
easily grumble and complain, may { say that 
‘we are at war, and one must put up with a 
meusure of discomfort at a time when we 
need the best possible effort, national effort, 
real national service, by the lion, the lioness 
and her cubs, 

‘The moaners are few. One (a woman) 
complains that the £2 a wecke (less dedue- 
tions) is too litte, but one man boasts that he 
smokes 40 cigarettes a day, that is 200 a 
Week, which works out at about seventeen 
hob with the matches—no wonder he cannot | 
make both ends meet! Never mind. Whether | 
we are seeing red or fecling blue, turning | 
yellow or acting gicen, We have to stand 
together now and by our combined effort 
shake off the curse of brutality and this 
Hitlerism, which would gladly make slaves 
of us all,

to the community’ sense is developing day 
by day. 

And believe me, the training and exercise 
programme is a ‘non-stop day and night 
show.

And last but not least we take off our 
hats to the Police. 

‘Very shortly the public may come and see 
for themselves how the citizens of London 
‘are prepared to deal with damage caused by 
incendiary or high explosive bombs, with 
fires and floods and casualties, with blocked 
roads and overturned buses, and all in the 
ARP. jigsaw. But this training and good- 
will and service will be quite in vain if the 
people we are trying to protect don't play. 
Believe me, Cinderella has got to be given 
her chance in life, and she still has a great 
deal to learn. But she will learn, and Civil 
Defence will be better and_better if the pub- 
ic co-operate and help her. The real critic 
ism seems to be that there have been no 
raids over England so far. If and when 
raids do come, I wonder whether the critics 
of ARP. will change their minds when 
snuggled down in their shelters, while the 
ARP. folk are out braving the bombs, fires 
and. gas. 











A COUNTRY DIARY 


Weihaiwel, December 31. — ‘fo say that

Return to Lhasa 


(Written from Lhasa on October 8, the following is an account of Tibetan homage to the Boy 
God and is reprinted from “The Times.”) 


IGYA, over two miles east of Lhasa and 
within sight of the soaring Potala, was 
the scene the day before yesterday of the 
first ceremony on the return of the Dalai 
Lama to his capital in his fourteenth in- 
carnation, On a plain below rocky foot- 
hills a large encampment had been set out 
in square formation, three lines deep around 
‘a resplendent reception tent standing in a 
yellow walled enclosure. Its outer cover 
was bright yellow—a colour used only for 
tents of the Dalai Lama—and decorated 
with blue designs; its inner roof was richly 
embroidered with circular patterns in blue, 
red, and yellow; and on the roof-pole were 
gilded figures, including peacocks, from 
which it gets its name of the” Peacock 
‘Tent. ‘The inner walls had been hung with 
yellow brocade embroidered with golden 
@ragons, and from the poles scarlet and 
gold banners were draped. A throne 
covered with silk and fronted with the 
double-thunderbolt symbol_on white satin 
had been arranged for the Dalai Lama, and 
to right and left were seats for officials. 
‘The Regent went in procession with the 
state sedan chair up to Rigya Monastery on 
the hill above the camp, there to await the 
Dalai Lama. Before long an excited mur- 
mur told that “the Presence” was coming, 
and the crowd on a spur hiding the road 
to the cast stirred expectantly as the band 
of the Bodyguard was heard. Soon, above 
clouds of dust mingled with the smoke of 
incense and above the mass of people, tall 
~ banners came into sight. Deep trumpets 
sounded from the monastery on the hill. A 
reverent, silent crowd of Tibetans pressed 
forward to see the four-year-old child from 
‘the distant Chinese province of Siling in 
whom thelr compassionate ruler Chenrezi 
has “again. become incarnate. A small 
troop of Chinese soldiers in dusty quilted 
clothes came a little in advance, followed 
by a body of mounted men in bright silks 
and tall Mongolian hats holding banners, 
Behind them rode officials in ascending im- 
portance wearing magnificent brocade robes 
nd, preceding the centre of the cavalcade, a 
sedan chair covered in yellow silk through 
‘the glass windows of which the small Dalai 
Lama could be seen looking with calm 
interest at the crowd. Behind rode his 
tather and mother and his two brothers. 











Homage 


Atter a short rest the Dalai Lama was 
carried down in the large gilded palanquin 
‘over which waved an umbrella of peacocks" 
feathers and one of yellow silk, to receive 
homage in the Peacock ‘Tent. There he 
was seated on the throne. After making 
‘three prostrations before him the officials, 
headed by the Regent, began to file past, 
‘offering white silk scarves and receiving 
his blessing. ‘The “stream, which included 
British, Nepalese, and Chinese representa- 
tives, and Lhasa Moslems, poured past the 
throne for almost an hour, while the Dalai 
Lama, wearing yellow brocade and a yol~ 
low ‘peaked fur hat, sat solemnly ‘and 
with dignity holding out his hands to touch 
the heads of the worshippers. The stately 
‘Lord Chamberlain of his household, stand 
ing ona high step beside the ‘throne, 
watched the proceedings; and in front of

the throne a monastic attendant looked after his master with reverent 
affection, smiling up in encouragement and showing the Dalai Lama whom 
he should bless with both hands, whom with one, and whom with a 
sill tassel on a silver rod, and himself holding up the rod when the child 
grew tired with the long ordeal. 

‘When the offering of scarves was over, tea was brought for the Dalat 
Lama in a golden tea-pot studded with turquoise. First it was tasted by 
‘@ household official and then offered in a large jade cup. 

‘The dignity and self-possession of the child impressed every one. He 
looked about calmly, seeming unmoved by the magnificence and as if he 
‘were in familiar surroundings. Although appearing to grow tired towards 
the end of the ceremony he did not lose his composure. He never smiled, 
but maintained a placid, equable, gaze. Much of his attention was directed 
to a calm inspection of members of the British Mission as though he were 
trying to recall where he had seen such people before. 

‘The Oracle 

‘The Dalai Lama reached the end of his 2%-months' journey to Lhasa 
this morning, after resting two nights at Rigya. The procession enclosing 
the yellow ‘palanquin rode through streets lined with monks holding 
banners and auspicious emblems. The villagers were dressed in bright 
colours as dancers and musicians. Every window was shut and curtained, 
for no one should look from above upon the Dalai Lama. A band of 
officials wearing the dress of the old kings of Tibet were conspicuous by 
their rich brocade, by enormous circular ornaments on their chests, and 
by their earrings of turquoise over a foot long. Golden  incense- 
burners and silk-wrapped bundles of the Dalai Lama's clothing were 
carried past on horses. ‘The Regent rode 
behind the palanquin on a richly capari- 
‘soned canopy. 

As the middle of the procession reached 
the south entrance of the cathedral it was 
met by the Oracle of Nechung in a state 
of possession. A god who acts as guardian 
of religion is said to enter into him, and 
when he is so possessed he dances’ with 
convulsive movements, bending his body 
fiercely to the ground, forwards atid back~ 
wards. He wears a high head-dress of 
white plumes over a golden crown, and 
brandishes a sword and a bow. ‘This ter- 
rible figure rushed to the Dalai Lama's 
palanquin and thrust in his head so that 
the spirit in him could do reverence. There 
had been some apprehension that the sight 
‘would frighten the child, but it is said that 
he was quite unperturbed. 

When the Oracle had withdrawn the 
procession went on to the west door of 
the cathedral, by which the Dalai Lama 
entered to visit the shrine, 11 centuries 
old, in which is kept the Jowo Rim- 
pochhe, an image of Buddha said to 
have been brought from China by a 
wife of King Song-tsen Gampo, who first 
established Buddhism in Tibet. 

After a short time the procession left 
the city of Lhasa and entered the Norbhu 
Lingka, a large walled park containing the 
several summer palaces of the Dalai Lama. 
In the oldest of these a reception ceremony 
was held, and a short performance of 
dances was given by the Dalai Lama's 
dancing boys. Finally the Dalai Lama 
withdrew for a well-deserved rest after 
more than six hours of ceremony. 

He will probably not have to take part 
in any further ceremonies for at least a 
month, after which his hair will be cut as 
a sign of his formal initiation into the 
Buddhist Church. His calm assurance dur- 
ing the exacting two days of his entry into 
Lhasa has been a source of wonder and 
delight to the people of Tibet and has con- 
firmed their trust in the reincarnation.

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England’s Homes in War-Time 


Stranger things have befallen the 
unglishwoman's home during the 
first few weeks of this war than at 
any time Inthe modern history of 
Great Britain, says Russell Stannard 
in the “Daily’ Telegraph.” 

Tt is doubtful whether any war, 
even the Civil War, entailed so many 
readjustments in the family life of 
the nation. For example, not at any 
time during the four years of strife 
between Cavalier and Roundhead or 
during the Napolconie Wars, or the 
Great War of 1914-18, were so many 
children separated from both thelr 
parents as now have been removed 
to start a new life in an alternative 
“hom 

‘Nearly 1,800,000 women and child- 
ren were evacuated officially from 
our elties as war broke out. Add to 
this figure the many thousands priv- 
ately sent away and there is a record 
fof mass migration whieh is new to this 
for any other country. All a result of 
fa voluntary decision on the part of 
the parents. 

‘Synchronizing with this exodus of 
the children has been the mobiliza~ 
tion and drafting to and fro. of mil- 
Hong of men and women in the fght- 
ing forces and other branches of the 
national Services, 


Exile Of The Children 


Probably the departure of the 
‘children has affected home life more 
than any other single factor; it has 
certainly created some anxious prob- 
Tems—for the present day and for the 
future. Many’ thousands of | young: 
sters may now be leading a healthier 
Tife than’ usual and even enjoying 
sandards of comfort and amenities 
hitherto unknown to them; others 
are likely (o be Tiving in unaccustom- 
‘ed conditions, not at all congenial, in 
‘which they cannot count on being re- 
arded as other than "visitors." How- 
ever long this lasts. there will arise 
the problem of readjustment when 
the children return again to their 
homes, 

"A-good deal has been sald about 
now the children are thriving in the 
country ; very little has been written 
concerning the homes which they 
hhave lett.” How are the residue far-

Ambulance Drivers 


By Danner Cosme 


In the great network of Home Defence spread throughout Great 
Britain, ambulance driving is more exclusively a woman's job than 


any other national service, except 


nursing. 


Originally the emergency ambulance stations set up to deal with 


casualties caused by air raids were 
by women. But though there seer 


intended to be manned exclusively 
med enough women with driving 


licences to draw upon, when it came to the point many of them were 


not available. Some had enlisted 
left the cities with their families. 

Even now, with an enrolment of 
over 40,000 throughout the country, 
it Ig more dimeult to got volunteers 
to drive ambulances than, for any’ 
other form of national service. Hand- 
ling the ambulances is a heavy job| 
needing tough muscles. It is a very: 
different proposition from driving a. 
light. car.

Civil Servants from their wives and 
children has, be it noted, "reversed 
the procedure which in other direc- 
tions has been followed; it is the 
husbands who have been evacuated 
‘and the families have been ett be- 
hind. 

‘The black-out must be held also to 
account for substantial changes in 
home life and practice. Some of us 
may have begun to ponder over the 
mystery of what our ancestors did in 
the dark winter evenings; we may 
even learn to take a more indulgent 
view of some of their known habits— 
prolonged and solemn meal-times, 
‘musical evenings and coremonious: 
soirées, to name only a few—which 
helped’ to while away the hours be- 
fore bed-time. 

Darkness and the travel restrie~ 
tions of today amount to an almost 
tolal embargo on social life after dusk 
outside the hoine. Visiting of friends 
‘and relatives, or, rather, the ex- 
change of visits, has been’ drastically 
curtailed, 

Entertaining has almost ecased, The 
petrol ration and the week-end are 
Uevoled very largely to visits to the 
exiled family.

They have a list of comforts 
needed to protect airmen during the 
winter months. ‘The three comforts 
required immediately are Balaclava 
helmets, scarves and mittens. They 
Want 1200 of each 35 soon 38 pos. 
"The comforts committee has had 

quiries made ‘among airmen in 
France and also among home units 
to find out what will keep them 
warm. A scarf is particularly wel- 
‘come because the airman can wear 
jit round his head in addition to hls 
helmet or round his neck for extra 
warmth, 

Fingerless mittens are not supplied 
‘as part of Royal Air Force kit and 
are another very welcome comfort. 
‘They are worn under gloves, which 
‘canbe removed when necessary, 
leaving the fingers free to manipulate 
instruments. 

Balaclava helmets are required at 
once. Airmen depend for these on 
the home knitters. Later all airmen 
willbe supplied with helmets 
officially. 

‘Two types of Balaclava helmet, 
short and long, are being knitted. 
Patterns for a third type required are 
to be issued soon. 

Of the two available, the majority 
fof men prefer the short one, as it 
provides ‘protection without ‘getting 








in the way. It can be made from 
2a2s wool.
